REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The steady march of time brings us to the close of 
another school year, and we herewith present a brief 
statistical report. 

Three schools have been sustained at an average length 
of twenty-five weeks, a gain over any other year in the 
history of the town and we hope also, a gain proportionate 
in acquirements may have been received by those in- 
structed. Ifsuch is not the case, it is, in our opinion, 
on account of lack of prompt, punctual attendance. This 
is a great fault in our country schools, and one which 
would not be tolerated in our cities for amoment. There 
if a scholar is tardy or absent the cause is inquired into 
at once. We urge upon parents and guardians, as a 
legal and moral duty, to look after this matter the 
coming year. Four female teachers have been employed 
during the year, Mrs. Quimby, Mrs. Palmer, Miss Mary 
E Robinson and Miss Jennie Orrell. Whole number of 
scholars in town, 64; amount expended for each pupil, 
$8.50,
